After further discussion, the Uirector stated
that the matter reiferred to in the above cable would also be discussed with
[ |and Colonel Johnston upon theilr return and, if necesrary, he
would send a letter to General Ridgway.

d. Referred to the proposed memorandwn on PSB project procedures. The
Director stated that (1) he had just received this paper this rorning; (2)
had not had an opportunity to read it; (3) before pursuing the matter iurt-er
he would like comments and recommenuations. Mr. Dulles noted that he was not
in complete agreement with this paper as presently written and suggested that
it be returned to a draiting comnittee for further consideration. Aiter some
discussion, the Director said he would mention this paper at today's £SB
meeting and indicate that we were not completely satisfied with the proposals
contained therein. Note: Comments have been furnished DCI by Mr. Dulles.
